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The  Student  Government  Association,  the  official  student  voice  here  at  Fitch- 
burg  State,  will  once  again  sponsor  school  wide  student  elections,  only  this 
year  the  outcome  of  these  elections  just  might  have  a  different  effect  on  the 
student  populace  of  this  institution.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  for  the  first 
time  in  recent  years  the  S.G.A.  has  see  fit  to  run  the  elections  correctly. 

The  S.G.A.  elections  of  the  past  have  been  runas  if  they  were  a  joke.  This 
year  the  students  haven't  been  laughing  so  loudly.  The  time  has  come  to  take 
the  elections  for  what  they  should  be:  the  placing  of  competent  people  into  an 
office  which  they  will  take  seriously,  for  it  is  these  elected  officials  who  will 
spend  an  estimated  $65,000  in  next  year's  student  budget. 

The  reason  for  the  change  in  attitude  stems  from  the  fact  that  S.G.A,  has  seen 
fit  to  put  the  complete  control  of  the  elections  in  the  hands  of  the  Election  Com- 
mittee and  has  allowed  this  committee  to  make  all  the  decisions  ne  essary  for  a 
successful  election,  an  event  that  the  students  here  haven't  witnessed  in  recent 
years. 

If  all  goes  as  planned,  and  from  outward  appearances  the  elections  seem  to  be 
doing  precisely  that,  the  balloting  for  the  students  will  be  held  on  March  24 
and  25.  The  ballot  box  will  be  open  from  8:-00  a.m.  to  5:  p.m.,  an  increase  of 
three  hours  over  previous  years.  The  increase  was  deemed  necessary  because 
the  school  is  in  session  during  these  hours  and  everyone  will  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  cast  their  vote.  Absentee  ballots  will  also  be  available  provided  the 
person  presents  a  note  signed  by  the  Dean  of  Students  to  the  Election  Committee 
twenty  four  hours  before  the  polls  open  on  the  first  day. 

Because  of  the  change  in  election  procedure,  the  Election  Committee  is  anti- 
cipating a  record  vote  for  these  all  important  elections.  An  estimated  1000  stu- 
dent voters  could  very  well  turn  out  to  elect  a  slate  of  officers  ranging  from  the 
newly  formed  and  potentially  powerful  All-College  Council  down  to  the  formerly 
defunct  Commuter's  Board. 

The  new  election  procedures,  initiated  by  the  Elections  Committee  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  S.G.A.,  are  due  to  the  fact  that  in  past  years  there  were  numerous 
elections  spread  out  over  a  two  month  period.  The  S,G. A.' s  of  recent  years 
have  seen  fit  to  ask  the  people  to  cast  their  votes  not  only  in  one  or  two  "major" 
elections,  but  in  as  many  as  five  or  six  elections,  the  consequence  oeuig  ihiu 
people  were  elected  in  school  wide  balloting  by  a  total  student  which  seldom  num- 
bered over  two  hundred. 

This  election  is  different,  very  different.  No  longer  will  students  face  the  in- 
convenience of  casting  their  ballot  an  unreasonable  amount  of  times.  Students 
will  vote  only  once,  an  innovation  which  the  Election  Committee  and  S.G.A. 
have  seen  as  essential  to  the  setting  up  of  a  successful  election.  With  a  little 
cooperation  from  the  students,  the  committee  hopes  to  stage  a  valid  election, 
free  from  the  roadblocks  which  have  plagued  so  many  other  elections. 

The  Election  Committee  has  established  a  set  of  rules  which  will  be  closely 
followed  so  as  to  prevent  violations  such  as  ballot  box  stuff ing,  people  voting 
more  than  once,  and  other  incidents  which  have  hindered  the  students  in  their 
quest  for  a  voice  in  the  decisions  which  affect  them  and  their  school. 

Nominations  Open 

Nomination  papers  for  all  the  positions  on  the  ballot  became  available  to  all 
interested  students  on  March  8.  As  of  5:00  p.m.  Monday,  at  least  twenty  people 
had  registered  as  potential  nominees.  The  PAPERS  WILL  BE  AVAILABLE  UNTIL 
Friday,  March  8,  the  day  they  must  be  returned.  The  week  set  aside  for  re- 
gistering as  a  nominee  and  gathering  the  thirty  valid  signatures  (signatures  from 
the  constituency  of  the  desired  office  are  considered  valid  will  be  followed  by 
one  week  of  campaigning,  March  15-19.  Candidates  are  expected  to  be  using 
various  techniques  to  bring  their  positions  to  the  voters,  including  political 
ads  in  the  "Cycle",  utilization  of  the  bulletin  boards,  flyers  and  personal  con- 
tact witn  the  people.  The  rules  for  candidates  have  been  posted  in  the  S.G.A. 
office  and  can  also  be  found  in  this  paper. 


Offices  to  be  Filled 

The  most  interesting  race  to  watch  will  be  the  new  All-College  Council. 
Four  students  will  be  elected  to  round  out  this  powerful  advisory  committee 
which  the  Massachusetts  State  College  Board  of  Trustees  has  given  its  approval 
to.  This  committee  will  serve  as  an  advisor  to  President  James  Hammond  and 
will  include  in  its  duties  the  communication  link  which  has  been  so  noticable 
absent  on  this  campus  in  recent  years.  Already  on  this  Council  are  five  faculty 
representatives  elected  from  the  faculty  at  large  and  five  administrators  elected 
by  the  Administrative  Council.  In  addition  to  the  four  students  elected  by  popular 
vote  will  be  the  Pres.  of  S.G.A.  He  (S.G.A.  Pres.)  will  probably  be  the  head 
student  delagate  to  the  A.C.C.  by  virtue  of  his  working  relationship  with  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association. 

It  was  felt  that  the  All-College  Council  would  gradually  usurp  the  powers  of 
the  present  S.G.A,,  but  it  was  latter  pointed  out  that  the  A.C.C.  was  only  an  ex- 
tension of  the  present  system  and  that  one  would  complement  the  other.  The 
A.C.C.  will  hopefully  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Student  Government  and  will 
serve  as  unifying  organ  rather  than  must  another  stage  in  the  beaurocratic  struc- 
ture so  prevalent  today.  If  the  All-College  Council  is  to  have  any  real  effect 
in  the  decision  making  policies  of  this  campus,  it  is  imperative  that  it  get  the 
overwhelming  support  of  the  students  in  these  elections,  for  the  students  now  have 
the  power  to  become  a  force  powerful  enough  to  implement  real  change.  It  will 
be  a  gross  injustice  to  the  campus  if  the  people  who  make  the  policies'  now  don't 
listen  to  the  students  and  act  accordingly. 

Other  important  offices  to  be  filled  in  the  upcoming  elections  are  all  the  posi- 
tions in  S.G.A.,  must  noticeable  President  and  Vice  President.  The  President 
of  S.G.A.,  in  to  his  duties  on  the  A.C.C.  and  in  the  S.G.A.  itself,  is  the  Fitchburg 


State  representative  to  the  Massachusetts  State  College  Advisory  Commission 
which  is  the  students'  link  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  from  this  Commission 
that  the  student  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  elected.  The  Vice  President  of 
S.G.A. ,  is  the  presidents  substitute  and  advisor  and  also  the  College  Coordinator. 
His  duties  as  College  Coordinator  include  corresponding  with  other  colleges 
in  the  country  and  keeping  the  S.G.A.  up  to  date  on  regional,  state  and  national 
student  affairs.  He  also  makes  all  necessary  arrangements  dealing  with  stu- 
dent information  conferences  which  he  feels  are  relavent  to  Fitchburg. 

Commuters'  to  Elect 

The  Commuters'  Board,  rendered  helpless  in  the  past  by  lace  of  commuter 
interest,  will  also  be  on  the  ballot  come  election  day.  The  people  elected  to  fill 
the  Board's  Executive  Council  will  deal  mainly  with  the  problem  of  lack  of  com- 
muter participation  in  College  functions.  The  President  of  the  Commuters' 
Board  exercises  his  vote  in  the  S.G.A.  as  does  one  person  from  each  class.  The 
class  representatives  to  the  Commuters'  Board  along  with  the  Exective  Council 
will  make  up  the  working  body  for  the  commuter  students  and  will  help  the 
students  living  off  campus  to  realize  their  potential  as  a  united  group.  The 
duties  of  the  Board  are  the  taking  care  of  the  Commuters'  Lounge  and  sche- 
duling events  for  the  commuters  such  as  mixers  and  other  funtions.  An  idea 
which  was  proposed  a  few  years  age  but  never  followed  through  was  the  chang- 
ing of  the  Commuters'  Lounge  into  a  sort  of  beer  parlor.  This  beer  parlor  would 
be  in  operation  on  weekend  nights  and  would  give  the  students  a  place  to  meet. 
Although  this  thought  was  tabbed  perposterous  then,  it  seems  very  realistic 
now,  since  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  given  the  state  schools  the  right  to  have 
liquor  on  campus.  It  is  up  to  the  elected  officials  of  the  Commuters' Board  to 
follow  this  through. 

Along  with  the  election  of  the  All-College  Council,  the  S.G.A.  Executive  Board, 
class  officers  and  class  S.G.A.  representatives,  elections  will  also  be  held  for 
Editor  in  Chief  of  the  "Cycle"  and  Editor  in  Chief  of  the  "Sax",  In  the  "Sax" 
election,  only  members  of  the  Junior  Class  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  vote. 
This  is  a  practice  which  has  existed  for  many  years,  although  any  member  of 
the  college  community  can  run  for  the  office. 

If  these  elections  go  as  planned  and  if  student  enthusiasm  and  participation 
is  strong,  then  the  students  of  this  college  will  show  our  administration  and  all 
the  other  non-believers  that  they  have  a  voice  and  a  desire  to  be  heard.  The 
elections,  if  successful,  will  prove  to  a  lot  of  people  that  the  STUDENTS  OF  FITCH- 
BURG STATE  COLLEGE  are  capable  of  handling  their  own  affairs  and  will  once 
and  for  all  disprove  that  worn-out  phrase  of  "student  apathy."

SECTION  II:  Members  of  the  Council 
with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  the  Class  Presidents  must  not  be  on 
academic  probation.  Members  of  the

ARTICLE  XlV-Student  Elections 
SECTION  II:  Nomination  Procedures. 

A.  Nomination  papers  will  be  avail- 
able for  one  calendar  week  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  election. 

B.  Upon  taking  out  nomination  papers, 
the  nominee  or  his  representative  must 
register  the  nominee's  name  and  de- 
sired office  with  the  election  commit- 
tee. 

C.  Nominees  must  return  the  nomina- 
tion  papers    within    the  calendar  week. 

D.  Endorsers  must  offix  their  full 
and  proper  name  to  only  one  nomina- 
tion paper  for  each  elected  office  or 
their  signature  will  be  invalidated  by 
the  election  committee. 

SECTION    V:    Rules    for    candidates 

A.  Any  person  being  elected  to  an 
office  and  refusing  to  accept  that  office 
is  barred  from  running  or  holding  any 
other  elected  office  during  that  acade- 
mic year. 

B.  No  person  whose  name  appears 
on  the  ballot  may  supervise  the  casting 


or  counting  of  ballots, 

POSTER  REGULATION

be  limited  to  those  bulletin  boards  de- 
signated for  student  use. 

2.  All  notices  and  posters  must  con- 
form to  current  regulations  established 
by  the  Student  Government  Association.

B.  Posters  are  to  be  made  of  heavy 
weight  paper  or  light  cardboard. 

C.  Signs  and  notices  of  personal  re- 
quest such  as  (rides  wanted,  books  for 
sale,  etc.)  are  to  be  on  index  card 
measuring  3X5  or  4X6. 

D.  No  posters  or  notices  are  to  be 
fastened  with  tape  or  thumbtacks  to  any 
painted  surfaces  of  any  of  the  college 
building. 

E.  No  posters,  sign  or  notices  shall 
be    displayed    on    windows    or    stairs. 

F.  All  posters,  signs  and  notices  must 
be  stamped  with  the  official  S.G.A  seal 
in  the  S.G.A.  office  in  Thompson  Hall. 

G.  Special  permission  from  the  Public 
Relations  Committee  is  required  for  the 
use  of  special  devices  other  than  the 
regular  posters, 

H.  Poster,  signs  or  notices  must  be 
taken  down  by  the  removal  date  in- 
dicated on  the  S.G.A.  seal. 
Any  posters,  signs  or  notices  which  do 
not  comply  with  the  above  regulations 
will  be  promptly  removed  by  the  Pu- 
blic Relations  Committee  of  S.G.A. 
Campaigning  will  be  held  the  week  of 
March  15-19.  Elections  will  be  March 
24  and  25  in  the  lobby  of  Thompson  Hall. 
Ballot  box  will  be  open  from  8:00  a,m.

PROPOSED  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  CONSTITUTION 

WE,  THE  STUDENTS  OF  FITCHBUHG  STATE  COLLEGE,  F1TCHBURG,  MASS- 
ACHUSETTS IN  OUR  DESIRE  TO  FURTHER  THE  INTERESTSOF  OUR  COLLEGE 
AND  TO  ASSURE  OUR  RESPONSIBILITIES  AS  ITS  STUDENT  BODY,  HEREBY 
ORGANIZE  AN  ASSOCIATION  FOR  SELF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  1  -  Name 

Tlu.  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Student  Government  of  Fitchburg 
State  College. 

ARTICLE  11  -  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  encourage  responsibility  and  co- 
operation in  democratic  self-government;  to  form  an  official  body  for  expressing 
the  judgements  of  the  students  and  directing  the  activities  and  matters  of  general 
student  interest;  to  promote  full  understanding  and  cooperation  among  the  students, 
the  faculty,  and  the  administration  in  order  to  further  the  welfare  of  the  college. 

ARTICLE  111  -  Membership 

SECTION  I  -  Payment  of  the  Student  Activity  Fee,  required  by  legislative  man- 
date, automatically  confers  membership  in  the  Student  Government  Association, 

SECTION  II  -  To  remain  a  member  of  the  Association,  a  student  must  be  enrolled 
in  the  college,  and  be  a  full  time  day  student 

ARTCLE  IV  -  Governing     Body  of  the  Association 

SECTIONI  -  The  governing  body  of  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Fitch- 
burg State  College  shall  be  the  Student  Council  comprised  of  five  (5)  officers: 
President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Se- 
cretary, and  four  (4)  representatives,  two  (2)  male  and  two  (female),  from  each 
class.  Also,  class  Presidents  ^shaU  have  a  vote  in  the  Council  along  with  Dor- 
mitory Presidents,  Commuter's  Board  President  and  one  (1)  representative  from 
each  class  on  the  Commuter's  Board, 

SECTION  ii  -  No  person,  by  the  virtue  of  holding  more  than  one  (1)  office  in  the 
Council,  shall  have  more  than  one  (1)  vote.  The  next  officer  in  the  lower  consti- 
tuency would  exercise  the  privilege  of  the  second  vote. 

SECTIONm  -  Procedures  for  meetings  of  the  Council: 

A.  Meetings  will  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Revised  Rules  of  Parlia- 
mentary Procedures, 

B.  Any  member  of  the  Association  may  attend  the  meetings  but  only  the  Council 
members  or  their  official  representatives  may  vote. 

C.  The  President  alone  or  three  other  members  of  the  Executive  Board  may  call 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Board. 

D.  Agenda  for  the  regular  meetings  shall  be  prepared  by  the  President  and  Exe- 
cutive Officers  and  posted  on  the  S.G.A.  Bulletin  Board  twenty  four  (24)  hours 
before  the  scheduled  meetings, 

E.  Items  may  be  added  to  the  agenda  up  to  and  including  the  day  of  the  meeting 
by  officially  logging  them  in  the  S.G.A,  Agenda  Register  in  the  S.G.A.  Office. 

F.  Emergency  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  with  twenty  four  (24) 
notice. 

G.  Members  of  the  Council  are  expected  to  attend  all  meetings.  These  Council 
members  who  miss  more  than  three  meetings  shall  be  reported  to  the  Executive 
Board  by  the  Recording  Secretary.  Said  Council  member  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
placement on  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Board. 

H.  The  Council  shall establisharegulartime and  meeting  place  for  each  semester. 
The  Council  may  change  the  time  or  place  of  meetings  or  both  during  the  semes- 
ter. There  is  no  maximum  with  a  minimum  of  one  meeting  required. 
I.  One  half  of  the  Council  plus  one  constitutes  a  quorum  required  to  hold  a  meet- 
ing. 

ARTICLE  V  -  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Student 
Government 

SECTION  I  -  To  establish  a  budget  for  the  Association  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

A.  The  Treasurer,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council  and  Financial 
Committee  will  determine  the  budget  for  the  Association. 

B.  All  subsidized  College  functions  shall  requestbudgeted funds  as  needed  through 
a  cash  voucher  system.  The  responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  the  budgeted 
funds  lies  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council 

C.  The  Student  Government  fee  will  be  established  by  June  first  of  the  proceeding 
fiscal  year. 

SECTION  H  -  All  social  activities  recognized  by  the  College  will  be  processed 
and  scheduled  by  the  Social  Committee  and  submitted  to  the  Council  for  action. 

SECTION  ID  -  The  Council  shall  act  upon  all  problems  and  suggestions  referred 
to  it  by  individuals  and  organizations  within  the  Association  through  a  Council 
member. 

SECTION  IV  -  The  Council  is  responsible  to  report  all  of  its  proceedings  and 
its  decisions  to  the  Association.  ■»-»«• 

SECTION  V  -  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  temporary  and  stand- 
ing committees  within  the  Council.  This  authority  may  be  delegated  to  the  Pre- 
sident by  the  Council  by  a  simple  majority  vote  of  the  Council  members  present, 

SECTION  VI  -  The  Executive  Board  may  assume  emergency  powers  during  times

SECTION  III  -  A  Treasurer  to  be  elected  from  the  sophomore  or  junior  class 
who  has  held  a  position  on  the  Council  or  on  the  AU-CoUege  CouncU  elected  by 
popular  student  vote  or  who  has  had  experience  by  being  a  treasurer  of  an  or- 
ganization which  is  recognized  by  S.G.A.

ARTICLE  V111  -  Duties  of  the  Executive  Board  Officers 

SECTION  I  -  The  President  shall: 

A.  Call  and  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board. 

B.  Vote  in  the  CouncU  in  case  of  a  tie. 

C.  Represent  the  Association  on  all  public  occasions, 

D.  Be  an  ex-officer  member  of  all  committees  within  the  Council. 

E.  Appoint  people  to  vacant  CouncU  positions  with  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

SECTION  II  -  The  Vice  President  shall: 

A.  Assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence  or  in  the  event  of  his  inabi- 
lity to  perform  his  duties  as  President. 

B.  Serve  at  the  President's  discretion  as  an  ex-officer  member  of  any  com- 
mittee of  the  Council. 

C.  Fulfill  the  function  of  College-Coordinator  in  coordinating  activities  with  other 
colleges, 

SECTION  IU  -  The  Treasurer  shaU: 

A.  Assume  the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Financial  Committee. 

B.  Make  a  weekly  report  to  the  Council  on  aU  transactions  of  S.G.A.  funds 
(including  the  business  of  the  Financial  Committee.) 

C.  Determine,  with  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  CouncU,  a  budget  for  the 
Associations  funds. 

D.  To  report  to  the  Council  monthly  the  Student  Government  Associations  budget, 

SECTION  IV  -  The  Recording  Secretary  shall: 

A.  Keep  the  minutes  and  agenda  of  all  CouncU  and  Association  meetings. 

B.  Post  the  minutes  of  such  meetings  on  the  S.G.A.  bulletin  board  within  forty 
eight  (48)  hours  after  the  meeting. 

C.  Maintain  attendance  records  for  all  Council  meetings. 

D.  Maintain  an  active  file  on  all  measures  passed  by  the  CouncU  and  the  Exe- 
cutive Board. 

SECTION  V  -  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall: 

A.  Assist  the  College  Coordinator  in  carrying  out  his  duties. 

B.  Give  advance  notice  to  the  Student  Body  and  to  all  CouncU  members  of  at 
least  twenty  four  (24)  hours  of  all  Association  meetings. 

C.  Be  responsible  for  all  correspondence  of  the  CouncU  (concerning  the  assisting 
of  the  College  Coordinator)  and  of  the  Executive  Board. 

D.  Report  weekly  to  the  CouncU  on  the  state  of  incoming  and  outgoing  corres- 
pondence to  the  CouncU. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  Duties  of  the  Student  Council  Members 

SECTION  1  -  To  represent  the  best  interests  of  his  constituents  and  to  introduce 
or  act  upon  legislation  presented  to  him  by  his  constituents  or  initiated  by  him- 
self. 

SECTION  II  -  To  attend  all  meetings  of  the  CouncU  or  send  a  representative 
accompanied  by  a  written  and  signed  representative  slip, 

S.ECTION  ID  -  To  serve  at  least  one  hour  per  week  in  the  S.G.A,  office. 

SECTION    IV    -    To  be  an  active  member  of  at  least  one  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  X   -  Oranizotions

A.  During  the  first  school  week  of  March,  an  announcement  will  be  posted  on 
the  S.G.A.  bulletin  board  stating  the  schedule  of  nominations  and  elections  for 
the  Student  Council  Executive  Board,  S.G.A.  class  representatives,  all  Class 
officers,  Editor-in  Chief  of  the  Yearbook,  Editor-in  Chief  of  the  Student  News- 
paper, and  Student  representatives  on  the  All-College  Council. 

B.  The  succeeding  school  week  wiU  open  nomination  papers  for  the  Student  Council 
Executive  Board,  S.G.A.  class  representatives,  all  Class  officers,  Editor-in-Chief 
of  the  Yearbook,  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Student  Newspaper,  and  Student  repre- 
sentatives on  the  All-College  Council. 

C.  The  succeeding  school  week  campaigning  will  be  held  for  the  Student  Council 
Executive  Board,  S.G.A.  class  representatives,  all  Class  officers,  Editor-in- 
Chief  of  the  Yearbook,  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Student  Newspaper  and  Student 
representatives  on  the  Ail-College  Council.

C.  The  succeeding  school  week  campaigning  will  be  held  for  freshman  class 
officers    and   S.G.A,   representatives   and  all  vacant  S.G.A.   elected  positions. 

D.  The  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  the  succeeding  school  week  elections  will 
be  held  for  freshman  class  officers  and  S.G.A  representatives  and  all  vacant 
S.G.A.  elected  positions. 

SECTION  V  -  Rules  for  Candidates 

A.  A  person  may  hold  only  one  (1)  position  on  the  Student  Council  Executive 
Board. 

B.  Any  person  being  elected  to  an  office  for  which  their  name  has  appeared 
on  the  official  ballot  and  refusing  to  accept  that  office  is  barred  from  running 
of  holding  any  other  S.G.A.  elected  office  during  that  academic  year. 

C.  No  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  official  ballot  may  supervise  the  casting 
or  counting  of  the  ballots.

On  March  18,  during  the  All  College 
Period,  the  written  United  States  and 
Massachusetts  Constitutions  Exami- 
nation will  be  given  in  Room  111  on 
Thompson  Hall.  A  second  examination 
will  be  given  on  April  29,  with  the 
room  assignment  being  released  early 
in  April. 

Students  interested  in  learning  more 
about  the  examination  and  how  to  study 
for  it  are  invited  to  attend  a  rap  session 
to  be  held  in  Thompson  Hall  111  during 
the  All  College  Period  on  March  11. 
A  similar  rap  session  will  be  held 
before  the  second  examination  period  in 
April,  probably  on  April  15. 

All  students  are  required  to  meet 
this  state  requirement  before  graduation. 
During  the  present  semester  a  number 
of  Seniors  and  Juniors  are  meeting  this 
requirement  by  attending  the  Evening 
College  course  entitled  "United  States 
History  andConstitution,"  taught  by  Pro- 
fessor Edmund  Thomas.  Others  are 
taking  the  regular  course  by  that  title 
given  by  Professor  John  Clark  in  the 
day  division. 

Students  reported  that  there  was  some 
confusion  regarding  the  ways  in  which 
the  constitution  requirement  could  be  met 
at  the  start  of  this  semester.  To  clear 
this  matter  up  the  Cycle  reports  that 
the  following  options  are  now  in  effect. 
Juniors  and  Seniors  can  meet  their 
constitutional  requirement  if  they  have 
taken  the  two  semester  American  History 
survey  course  offered  by  the  History 
and  Georgrphy  Department,  or  two  se- 
mesters in  Political  Science  if  one  se- 
mester included  a  course  in  American 
Government.  They  can  also  meet  their 
requirement  by  taking  and  passing  the 
written  constitution  examination,  or  by 
taking  the  United  States  History  and 
Constitution  Course  in  either  the  day  or 
evening  college. 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  can  meet 
their  requirement  by  taking  the  two 
semester  American  History  survey 
course,  twosemesterof  Political  Science 
(including  one  semester  on  American  Go- 
vernment), or  by  taking  and  passing  the 
written  examination  on  the  constitutions. 
They  may  also  pass  their  requirement 
by  taking  the  regular  United  States  His- 
tory and  Constitution  Course  so  long 
as  it  is  given! 

Those  students  who  wish  to  try  their 
luck  on  the  written  examination  are 
advised  that  there  are  on  reserve  in 
the  college  library  materials  that  they 
can  use  to  prepare  for  the  examination, 
including  copies  of  the  state  consti- 
tution. 

The  Newman  Study  Center  also  has  a 
number  of  copies  of  the  state  consti- 
tution in  its  library  of  study  materials. 
With  the  requirement  that  all  students 
meet  their  constitution  requirement  be- 
fore they  graduate,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Administration  will  soon  publish  a  no- 
tice that  will  spell  out  the  various  op- 
tions which  students  may  take  to  meet 
it.  The  Cycle  notes  that  a  number  of 
students  were  confused  by  absence  of 
such  information  at  the  beginning  of 
tnis  semester. 
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MONEY  TALKS 

Most  everyone  that  reads  this  article 
has  at  least  a  passing  interest  in  money. 
As  this  is  a  political  issue  of  the  Cycle, 
in  that  the  S.G.A.  elections  are  coming 
up,  the  new  constitution  has  to  be  con- 
sidered, and  the  campaigns  are  starting, 
I  thought  I'd  outline  which  positions  have 
key  financial  responsibilities. 

The  S.G.A.  Treasurer  is  one  of  the 
most  involved  with  student  money.  As 
chairman  of  the  financial  committee,  he 
or  she  directs  the  planning  of  the  stu- 
dents activity  budget.  The  treasurer  is 
assisted  by  seven  other  students  in  this 
planning  and  four  of  these  are  from  the 
student  body  not  holding  elected  S.G.A 
positions.  If  you  are  interested  in  being 
one  of  these,  then  an  appearance  at 
the  S.G.A.  meeting  when  the  new  council 
conveens  and,  notifying  them  of  your 
availability,  should  get  you  on  this  com- 
mittee. 

The  S.G.A.  President  serves  as  a 
member,  ex-offico,  on  all  committees, 
and  sets  policy  usually  on  how  money 
is  to  be  handled  by  S.G.A.  This  job  is 
less  directly  associated  with  funds  than 
the  Spciai  Committee  chairman  and  Cul- 
tural Events  chairmen  appointed  by 
S  G  A  These  positions  actually  control 
the  'spending  of  around  $20,000.00  dol- 
lars. 

Elections  are  also  coming  upforClass 
Office  positions.  The  Class  trea- 
surer's each  handle  quite  a  large  sum 
of  money.  Five  dollars  of  your  Student 
Activity  Fee  is  put  in  your  class  trea- 
sury each  year  and  it  adds  through  the 
four  years  (hopefully)  youspendat  Col- 
lege. 

If  you  enjoy  handling  money  and/or 
need  business  experience,  then  the  jobs 
I've  outlined  are  the  ones  for  you.  One, 
the  S.G.A.  treasurer,  calls  for  expe- 
rience, due  to  the  large  sums  involved, 
and  the  other  jobs  require  none,  but 
provide  plenty. 

Experience  in  the  social  and  fraternal 
clubs  on  campus  is  also  availab.e  Trea- 
surers jobs  are  all  around,  and  money 
management  is  an  essential  skill  in  so- 
ciety today.  I  urge  you  to  seek  a  Trea- 
surers' experience  during  your  four 
years  at  Fitchburg  State  College.  You  too 
will  find  that  Money  Talks.
